Simplify: 
Young children can create collages with soup can labels and other labels. Simply provide them with glue and labels to paste on 
construction paper or cardboard 


Artist Tie-in: 

In Andy Warhol's art, common objects like soup cans ond Brillo boxes, and portraits of celebrities like Marilyn Monroe ond Elvis 

Presley are repeated over and over again. In most cases, he changes the colors somewhat or simplifies the design. A celebrity 
is own right, Warhol also produced motion pictures and hosted television shows. 


dust for Kids: 


Look at some of Andy Warhol’ pictures. They don't look too different from the real thing, do they? In some cases, the only thing 
that changes is the color. Because Warhol liked popular subjects, such as Marilyn Monroe and Mickey Mouse, his art is called 
Pop Ant. You can create art like Andy Warhofs by gluing soup can labels on paper in a pattern and painting each label a differ- 
ent color.
